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'NP'  pay  offer 
rejected:  but 
claim  'too  low' 

A  Department  of  Health  offer  on  "NP"  labelling — understood 
to  be  well  below  the  claim — has  been  rejected  by  the  Central 
Contractors  Committee.  And  the  Committee's  claim  has  itself 
been  criticised  by  North-east  London  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  for  being  both  inadequate  and  based  on  the 
"wrong  principle." 


The  Central  Committee  des- 
cribed the  Department's  offer  as 
"totally  unacceptable." 

But  NEL  Committee  insist 
that  the  claim  should  have  re- 
flected the  extra  responsibility 
falling  upon  the  pharmacist — 
at  least  2ip,  they  say.  The 
Committee  thinks  the  amount 
asked  for  is  based  only  on  the 
time  spent  by  the  pharmacist  on 
the  labelling  process. 

Mr  R.  G.  Worby,  secretary, 
writes  of  his  Committee's  view 
that  in  many  cases  medical 
practitioners  will  use  the  en- 
dorsement in  place  of  records. 
"It  is  also  quite  certain  that 
receptionists  will  make  out 
repeat  prescriptions  on  the  basis 
of  these  labels.  There  is  no 
doubt  whatever  that  pharma- 
cists will  be  exposed  to  con- 
siderable risk  of  accusation  that 
tablets  have  been  incorrectly 
supplied  or  incorrectly  labelled 
as  a  result  of  the  very  prevalent 
practice  among  patients  of 
transferring  tablets  from  one 
container  to  another." 

Narrow  majority 

Mr  Worby  points  out  that 
"NP"  labelling  was  only  ap- 
proved by  a  narrow  majority  in 
the  recent  referendum  of  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Committees  and 
that  approval  was  conditional 
upon  adequate  remuneration  for 
the  additional  responsibility  in- 
volved. "It  would  never  have 
been  acceptable  to  anything  like 
a  majority  of  L.P.C.'s  on  the 
understanding  that  it  was  to  be 
remunerated  on  a  time  and 
motion  basis." 

"North-east  London  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  feel 
that  any  proposal  to  introduce 
'NP'  labelling  with  remunera- 
tion of  less  than  21p  should  be 
referred  back  to  Local  Pharma- 
ceutical Committees  for  their 
agreement  before  being  adopted 
by  the  Central  Committee. 
'NP'  labelling  is  a  ver"  im- 
portant departure  from  current 
dispensing  practice  and  must 
not  be  accepted  lightly  or 
cheaply." 


Drugs  disappear 
from  chemist's 
doorstep 

A  parcel  of  drugs  stolen  from 
a  Thetford,  Norfolk,  chemist's 
doorstep  last  weekend  had  still 
not  been  recovered  when  the 
C&D  went  to  press. 

The  parcel  had  been  deposi- 
ted by  a  wholesaler  before  Mr 
J.  M.  Brunt  arrived  at  the 
shop,  and  contained  among 
other  things  100  sodium  Amy- 
tal tablets  and  2,000  Librium 
tablets.  It  was  securely  tied  and 
labelled  so  the  contents  could 
not  be  seen. 

When  the  drugs  were  missed, 
Mr  Brunt  informed  the  police 
who  toured  the  town  with  loud- 
speaker cars  warning  of  the 
danger  to  children. 

Mr  Brunt  told  C&D  that 
there  had  been  previous  in- 
stances of  early  delivery,  and  he 
had  warned  the  wholesaler's 
representative.  However,  he  re- 
cognised wholesaler's  difficulties 
in  covering  the  considerable 
distances  involved  in  serving 
chemists  in  East  Anglia. 

Cosmetics  market 
"is  wide  open" 

The  cosmetics  market  in  Great 
Britain  seems  to  be  ever- 
developing  in  structure  and 
extent,  states  a  recent  report 
by  European  Research  Consul- 
tants Ltd.

No  Sunday 
dispensing 

A  Grangemouth,  Scotland, 
councillor  has  suggested  that 
efforts  be  made  to  have  a 
pharmacy  open  in  the  town 
on  Sundays. 

He  claimed  that  people  had 
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to  go  to  Falkirk  if  they  wanted 
a  prescription  dispensed  on  a 
Sunday. 

"Could  we  not  do  something 
to  improve  the  situation?"  he 
asked  the  town  council.  He  was 
told  by  Provost  William  Ure 
that  where  there  was  an  urgent 
need  for  drugs  they  would  be 
obtainable  at  one  or  other  of 
the  pharmacies  in  the  town. 
The  doctors  practising  in  the 
town  knew  of  the  arrangement 
and  there  should  be  no  neces- 
sity for  a  crisis  to  arise. 

Linking  consumer 
protection  work 

A  scheme  to  set  up  a  Trading 
Standards  Service  has  been  pro- 
posed by  the  Institute  of 
Weights  and  Measures  Admini- 
stration. 

Discussing  the  scheme,  Mr 
R.  E.  Parkinson,  the  Institute's 
information  officer,  told  C&D 
that  he  felt  the  enforcement  of 
consumer  orientated  legislation 
too  haphazard  at  the  moment. 

All,  including  traders,  would 
benefit  from  a  more  efficient 
and  uniform  system. 

The  proposal  is  to  establish 
Trading  Standards  Offices  in 
each  local  government  area  to 
enforce  and  administer  a  wide 
range  of  Acts  and  regulations 
including:  the  Weights  and 
Measures  Act,  the  Trade  Des- 
criptions Act  and  relevant  sec- 
tions of  other  legislation  such 
as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act 
and  the  Medicines  Act. 

The  offices  would  deal  with 
legal  and  technical  advice  to 
traders  and  manufacturers, 
and  complaints  from  con- 
sumers. 

Migraleve  letter 
puzzle 

International  Laboratories  Ltd, 
Sunbury  on  Thames,  report 
that  during  the  past  week  they 
have  received  a  number  of  tele- 
phone calls  from  "good  friends" 
to  say  that  they  have  received 
a  questionnaire  relating  to 
Migraleve. 

Among  the  questions  asked 
was :  If  a  chemist  had  not 
heard  of  Migraleve,  who  did  he 
think  might  market  it?

We  must  assume 
therefore  that  the  questionnaire 
originated  with  an  'ethical'  com- 
petitor."

Strange  decision 


You  correctly  describe  the  recommendation  of  the  Poisons 
Board,  relative  to  the  shuttling  of  the  barbiturates  from  A  to 
B  of  the  Fourth  Schedule,  as  a  palliative.  The  whole  point 
of  the  Act  demanding  the  statement  of  a  dose  on  the  pres- 
cription was  that  it  was  in  the  interests  of  the  safety  of  the 
public  that  there  should  be  no  uncertainty  as  to  how  the 
medicine  was  to  be  taken. 

Of  course  it  is  true  to  say  that,  if  the  pharmacist  had 
insisted  on  the  letter  of  the  law,  the  pharmaceutical  services 
would  have  ground  to  a  standstill.  But  the  public  still  stands 
in  need  of  protection,  and  the  transference  of  the  group  of 
drugs  from  one  classification  to  another  by  the  Poisons 
Board  represents  nothing  other  than  a  shirking  of  its  res 
ponsibilities. 

It  is  merely  accepting  that  nothing  can  be  done  to  lay  the 
duty  of  the  patient's  safety  on  the  shoulders  of  the  prescriber 
himself.  One  might  have  imagined  that  prudence  would  have 
governed  the  actions  of  the  doctor  in  the  matter. 

It  is  no  matter  for  congratulation  that  the  pharmacist  may 
now  accept  prescriptions  lacking  dosage  and  not  be  held 
responsible.  The  British  Medical  Association  regards  proper 
direction  as  desirable.  The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  reaffirms  its  view  that  all  prescriptions  should  bear 
a  dose — and  the  Poisons  Board  takes  the  line  of  least  resist- 
ance with  a  class  of  drugs  which  is  giving  rise  to  increased 
concern.  It  seems  a  strange  and  inept  recommendation. 

Collectors'  pieces 

I  do  not  suppose  that  I  am  alone  in  having  frequent  calls 
from  either  the  junkman  or  the  self-described  antique  dealer 
wanting  to  purchase  shop-rounds  or  ointment  jars.  There 
is,  as  your  editorial  comment  indicates,  a  market  for  such 
articles,  in  which,  I  have  observed,  the  asking  price  in  the 
dealer's  establishment  bears  little  relation  to  that  he  offers 
in  the  pharmacy. 

So  far,  I  have  resisted  his  eloquent  plea,  and  I  still  find 
pleasure  in  a  representative  collection  of  shop-rounds  of 
assorted  sizes,  two  most  elegant  carboys,  and  a  run  of  drug 
drawers  which  evoke  memories  of  what  we  were  wont  to 
describe  as  materia  medica.  I  even  have  (but  perhaps  it  is 
sacrilege  today  to  write  of)  mahogany  fittings. 

And,  strange  as  it  may  seem  to  the  moderns,  the  public  is 
now  beginning  to  take  notice  of  my  surroundings  and  express 
appreciation.  The  surprising  thing  is  that  it  all  looks  as  hand- 
some as  it  must  have  done  about  the  turn  of  the  century, 
while  some  pharmacies  refitted  in  the  last  five  years  are  again 
undergoing  a  refit,  and  look  as  if  it  is  about  time. 

Pharmaceutical  treasures 

I  vividly  recall  a  pharmacy  of  my  younger  days  which  had 
serried  ranks  of  shop-rounds  with  round  stoppers,  six  car- 
boys, four  specie-jars,  as  handsome  as  only  they  could  be, 
and  nests  of  drawers  with  engraved  brass  labels  and  cut-glass 
knobs  stretching  away  into  the  distance.  I  won't  tell  you  where 
it  is,  but  on  a  recent  visit  I  found  it  to  be  unchanged  in  any 
material  sense.  And  I  wanted  to  buy  it  and  cherish  it,  and 
spend  my  remaining  days  among  its  splendours.  Customers? 
What  do  customers  matter!  It  is  a  pharmaceutical  treasure- 
house,  and  I  would  willingly  don  a  suit  with  brass-buttons 
and  a  uniform  cap  tomorrow  and  grow  old  along  with  it.

Two  'firsts'  for  Wellcome

They  are  a  vaccine  for  foot  rot,  claimed 
to  be  the  first  vaccine  for  the  complaint 
in  the  world,  and  a  liver  fluke  treatment 
for  sheep  which  is  said  to  be  the  "first 
complete  flukicide." 

The  new  vaccine  will  enable  farmers  to 
adopt  a  preventive  routine  against  foot  rot 
by  vaccinating  all  sheep,  including  weaned 
lambs. 

A  primary  course  of  two  injections  must 
be  given  at  an  interval  of  at  least  six 
weeks,  with  the  second  one  given  about 
a  fortnight  before  the  disease  is  expected 
to  spread. 

Single  booster  injections  are  admini- 
stered every  six  months  thereafter  and 
timed  so  that  one  injection  is  given  two 
weeks  before  the  expected  foot  rot  season. 

The  recommended  dose  in  all  cases  is 
4  ml  injected  subcutaneously.  Packs  are 
240  ml  (£6-00)  and  40  ml  (£L08). 

The  second  product  is  Coriban  brand  of 
diamphenethide,  recommended  for  liver 
fluke  in  sheep. 

The  company  claim  that  Coriban  kills 
the  immature  flukes  and  that  it  is  the  only 
flukicide  at  present  that  will  do  so. 

The  dose  is  according  to  bodyweight  as 
follows:  animals  50-75  lb,  1  oz;  75-112  lb,

If  someone  was  to  ask  any  retail 
pharmacist  who  had  been  in  practice 
before  1939  for  the  names  of  leading 
manufacturers  of  "ethical"  medicines  in 
the  '20s  or  '30s  it  would  be  safe  to  say 
that  two  companies,  one  British  and  the 
other  American,  would  be  named.

Despite  the  "flood"  of  other  companies, 
particularly  from  overseas,  that  are  now 
part  of  the  pharmaceutical  scene  in  Britain 
Parke,  Davis  have  continually  expanded 
their  manufacturing  plant  and  head- 
quarters at  Hounslow.  Middlesex. 

By  1963  the  laboratories  there  covered 
an  area  of  some  20  acres  with  400,000  sq  ft 
laboratory  space. 

Modernisation  of  storage  facilities  was 
subsequently  undertaken  and  a  new  sterile 
product  department  opened  at  a  cost  of 
over  £100,000.  Nevertheless,  by  about  1968 
it  became  evident  that  in  order  to  meet 
the  trend  of  pharmaceutical  development 
within  the  company,  new  manufacturing 
and  administrative  facilities  would  soon 
be  required. 

This  turned  out  to  be  impracticable  at 
the  Hounslow  site  and  so.  as  previously 
reported  (C&D,  January  31,  1970).  a  new 
location  at  Pontypool.  Monmouthshire, 
was  selected.  The  beginning  of  next  month 
will    see    the    completion    of    the  huge 


transfer  of  plant  and  many  of  the  staff 
from  Greater  London  to  the  relative 
peace  of  the  Monmouthshire  countryside. 

The  new  headquarters  are  situated  on 
an  attractive  wooded  site  of  35  acres 
about  two  miles  north  of  Pontypool  on 
the  road  to  Abergavenny.  Advantage  has 
been  taken  of  the  rural  setting  to  create 
a  pleasant  environment  for  all  those  who 
work  in  the  laboratories.  Existing  wood- 
land has  been  carefully  preserved  and 
extended  in  a  landscape  scheme.  The  build- 
ings have  been  designed  to  reflect  the 
standards  and  clinical  nature  of  the  work 
which  the  company  undertakes.  The  first 
group  of  buildings,  and  by  far  the  largest, 
is  concerned  with  the  pharmaceutical 
manufacturing  processes.  This  is  situated 
in  the  centre  of  the  site.  Buildings  in  the 
second  group  are  for  administrative,  re- 
search and  amenity  purposes  and  when 
the  work  is  complete,  will  be  positioned 
in  a  pleasant  setting  of  trees  and  lawns 
fronting  the  main  road.  Some  indication 
of  the  scale  of  the  development  can  be 
given  by  the  size  of  the  manufacturing 
block  which  alone  covers  an  area  of  nearly 
6  acres  —  equivalent  to  the  area  of  six 
football  pitches. 

The  general  manager  of  Parke,  Davis 
is  Mr  D.  R.  Ross,  a  member  of  the  Insti- 
tute of  Chartered  Accountants  of  Scotland. 
He  joined  the  London  branch  of  the 
company  in  1949  as  manager  of  accounts 
and  audit  department. 


As  chief  executive,  he  succeeded  phar- 
macist Mr  S.  E.  Andrews  early  in  1970 
when  Mr  Andrews  left  to  take  up  an 
appointment  outside  the  industry  in  his 
native  New  Zealand. 

Among  those  going  to  Pontypool  is 
Mr  S.  G.  Davis,  director  of  production 
and  engineering  who  has  held  office  in 
Hounslow  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  for  more  than  half  the  time  of 
the  Branch's  existence.  He  was  its  chair- 
man 1964-66,  secretary  1951-63  and  social 
secretary  1947-49. 

Although  many  pharmacists  have  been 
working  at  Parke,  Davis  the  transference 
to  Pontypool  is  not  likely  to  affect  the 
branch  too  much  as  most  of  them  resided 
outside  the  area.  At  one  time  the  branch 
held  a  single  joint  meeting  each  year  with 
the  local  division  of  the  British  Medical 
Association  in  a  room  lent  by  Parke, 
Davis  but  latterly  pressure  on  space  meant 
that  the  room  had  to  be  used  for  other 
purposes. 

Centenary  celebrated 

Parke,  Davis's  parent  in  Detroit  celebrated 
its  centenary  seven  years  ago.  From  its 
first  overseas  branch  in  London  the  group 
has  progressed  so  that  it  now  has  some 
85  branches  (28  having  manufacturing 
plants)  with  total  world  wide  sales  of 
$300  m  (£125  m)  in  1970.  Dividends  have 
been  paid  every  year  since  1878  and 
company  assets  in  1969  were  valued  at 
£165  m. 

Over  14.000  people  are  employed 
throughout  the  world  and  during  1969 
almost  £8  m  was  spent  on  research  and 
development,  primarily  in  the  field  of 
"ethical"  pharmaceuticals. 

Over  700  different  products  are  sup- 
plied and  1,000  different  sizes  and  pack- 
ages are  produced  world-wide. 

The  importance  of  the  overseas  markets 
to  Parke,  Davis  is  seen  in  the  fact  that 
over  40  per  cent  of  sales  are  made  outside 
the  US. 

During  the  past  20  years,  they  have 
invested  approximately  £72'5  m  in  capital 
expansion  for  additions  to  property,  con- 
struction of  new  plants  and  improvement 
of  facilities  and  equipment. 

As  any  pharmaceutical  innovator  knows, 
the  search  for  new  or  improved  drugs 
is  slow  and  costly.  In  1963  the  company 
screened  about  50,000  broth  cultures  for 
antibiotic  activity  and  about  3,000  chemi- 
cals for  other  therapeutic  effects.  During 
that  year  the  company  did  not  introduce 
any  new  chemical  entity  in  the  US  as  a 
medicinal  product  and  the  entire  pharma- 
ceutical industry  introduced  only  16. 

The  trend  towards  ever-bigger  units 
in  industry  has  not  by-passed  pharmaceu- 
tical manufacturers  in  general  nor  Parke, 
Davis  in  particular.  Last  August  the 
Detroit  parent  announced  that  they  had 
agreed  to  a  merger  with  Warner  Lambert 
Pharmaceutical  Co. 

At  the  time  it  was  estimated  that  the 
two  companies'  sales  would  total  around 
$1,000  m  in  a  year. 


For  many  years  Parke,  Davis  8  Co  have  specialised  in  hard  gelatin  capsule  pro- 
duction. Here  is  one  of  the  company's  machines  capable  of  producing  240  million 
capsules  a  year.  Depth  of  dipping  and  timing  of  the  dip  shown  on  the  right  of  the 
picture  are  critical  in  ensuring  the  correct  distribution  of  the  gelatin  and  accuracy 
of  the  capsule  wall  thickness.  The  operator  is  checking  the  finished  capsule  with 
a  micrometer  gauge

'Urgent'  endorsement  by 
pharmacists  approved 

The  Central  NHS  (Chemist  Contractors)  Committee  has  accepted  an  offer  by  the 
Department  of  Health  to  pay  an  "urgent"  fee  on  prescriptions  dispensed  between 

midnight  and  normal  opening  time,  provided  the  pharmacist  endorses  "dispensed 

urgently  at  .  .  .  a.m." 

The  Committee  expressed  dissatisfaction  The  latest  available  prescription  figures 
with  the  offer  at  its  July  meeting,  but      provided  the  following  information: 

agreed  to   it  because  it  establishes  the   

principle  that  a  pharmacist's  endorsement 
(in  the  absence  of  a  doctor's)  can  be 
accepted  by  the  pricing  bureaux  as  a 
basis  for  payment. 

Further  representations  will  be  made  to 
press  the  Committee's  view  that  the  appro- 
priate "urgent"  fee  should  be  applied  to 
all  prescriptions  presented  and  dispensed 
outside  normal  business  hours. 

It  was  confirmed  that  210  pharmacies, 
selected  statistically  to  be  representative 
of  all  chemist  contractors  in  England  and 
Wales,  would  be  used  in  the  sample  for 
the  forthcoming  inquiry  on  the  discount- 
ing of  net  ingredient  costs.  A  similar  num- 
ber of  pharmacies  would  be  used  in  the 
container  costs  inquiry  scheduled  for  the 
autumn. 

It  was  noted  that  an  ECN  was  being 
sent  to  doctors  stressing  that  it  was  part 
of  their  terms  of  service  to  issue  separate 
prescription  forms  for  each  patient.  The 
ECN  would  draw  attention  to  the  loss  of 
pharmacists'  professional  fees  when  doc- 
tors issued  prescriptions  covering  several 
members  of  a  household.  It  was  agreed 
that  arrangements  would  be  made  for 
copies  of  the  wording  of  the  ECN  to 
be  available  to  pharmacists  for  local  use 
where  necessary. 

The  Committee  discussed  the  ruling  that 
prevents  pricing  bureaux  from  transferring 
to  the  correct  bundle,  non-exempt  prescrip- 
tions, which  have  been  inadvertently 
sorted  into  the  "exempt"  bundle  by  the 
pharmacist.  Because  of  legal  reasons  this 
ruling  was  unlikely  to  be  altered,  and  the 
Committee  therefore  agreed  to  ask  the 
Department  to  instruct  bureaux  to  return 
such  prescriptions  to  the  pharmacist  for 
re-submission.  The  importance  of  correct 
sorting  of  EC10  forms  would  be  re- 
emphasised  in  the  NHS  Newsletter. 

It  was  reported  that  agreement  had  been 
reached  with  the  Department  that  a  second 
collection  allowance  would  be  paid  to 
pharmacists  where  a  first  journey  to  collect 
disused  oxygen  equipment  proved  abortive. 
The  Committee  discussed  at  length  the 
report  of  the  meeting  between  its  repre- 
sentatives and  officers  of  the  Department 
of  Health  held  earlier  in  the  month.  As 
a  result  of  the  discussion  it  was  decided 
to  re-submit  the  Committee's  claim  for 
an  increase  in  the  on-cost  allowance. 

The  Committee  decided  to  reject  as 
unacceptable  the  Department's  revised 
offer  of  increases  in  oxygen  service 
remuneration,  and  to  re-submit  a  further 
claim  immediately. 


Society  attacks 
plans  for  new 
NHS  structure 

Government  proposals  for  professional 
representation  on  area  health  authorities 
under  a  re-organised  Health  Service  ad- 
ministrative structure,  are  being  strongly 
opposed  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain. 

In  its  comments  on  the  Secretary  for 
Social  Services'  "consultative  document" 
(C&D,  May  22,  p  625),  the  Society  can 
see  no  reason  why  the  authorities  should 
not  be  constituted  on  a  representational 
basis.  The  1970  Green  Paper  proposed 
that  one-third  of  the  membership  of  area 
authorities  should  be  appointed  by  the 
health  professions,  but  the  Government's 
latest  proposals  foresee  a  14-member  body 
with  only  the  medical  and  nursing  pro- 
fessions being  guaranteed  a  place.  This, 
says  the  Society,  represents  the  worst  pos- 
sible compromise  between  the  1968  and 
the  1970  proposals. 

The  Society  argues  that  the  authorities 
need  the  "first  hand"  views  of  the  pro- 
fessions —  and  what  holds  good  for  two 
professions  must  equally  apply  to  the 
other  main  health  professions.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  the  structure  of  the  authorities 
should  be  defined  in  the  same  way  as  that 
of  the  Medicines  Commission,  so  that  the 
"main  professional  activities"  to  be  re- 
presented would  be  laid  down. 

If  against  these  arguments  there  is  a 
decision  against  all  professions  being  re- 
presented, the  Society  urges  that  all  should 
be  treated  equally  —  with  none  having 
direct  representation. 

Turning  to  proposals  for  professional 
advisory  machinery,  the  Society  calls  for 


full  details  to  be  published  in  the  forth- 
coming White  Paper. 

The  staffing  of  a  regional  authority,  it 
says,  should  include  a  chief  regional  phar- 
maceutical officer  with  overall  responsi- 
bility for  the  administration  of  pharma- 
ceutical services  in  the  region.  "The  ap- 
pointment should  be  open  to  all  pharma- 
cists with  the  necessary  qualifications  and 
administrative  ability  and  should  not  be 
restricted  to  a  pharmacist  from  any  par- 
ticular field  of  pharmacy  practice. 

"The  chief  regional  pharmaceutical  offi- 
cer (CRPO)  should  have  direct  access  to 
the  regional  authority  on  matters  closely 
concerning  his  profession.  His  staff  would 
include  a  pharmacist  responsible,  through 
the  CRPO,  for  the  overall  administra- 
tion of  the  hospital  pharmaceutical  service 
in  the  region.  This  would  be  the  regional 
pharmacist  recommended  in  the  Noel  Hall 
report." 

Similarly  there  would  be  a  chief  area 
pharmaceutical  officer,  "a  post  quite 
separate  and  distinct  from  the  area  phar- 
macist post  recommended  in  the  Noel 
Hall  report."  The  regional  pharmaceu- 
tical committee,  the  Society  states,  should 
be  appointed  by  and  from  the  members 
of  area  pharmaceutical  committees  elected 
in  areas  within  the  region  to  ensure 
that  broadly  based  pharmaceutical  advice 
is  available  to  the  regional  authority. 

The  Society  feels  that  if  there  is  to  be 
no  professional  representation  on  the  area 
health  authorities,  then  the  advice  sub- 
mitted by  the  professional  committees 
should  be  made  public.  The  Society  is  also 
strongly  in  favour  of  direct  representation 
of  the  public  on  the  authorities,  and  wants 
suitable  arrangements  to  be  made  for  pub- 
lic consultation  before  decisions  are  made 
—  the  conditions  for  such  consultation 
should  be  laid  down,  it  is  suggested. 

There  is  a  warm  welcome  for  the  set- 
ting up  of  a  committee  to  administer  the 
the  contracts  of  "family  practitioners" 
(including  pharmacists),  and  the  proposal 
that  their  composition  should  be  like  that 
of  the  existing  Executive  Councils.  How- 
ever, the  Society  wants  the  opportunity 
to  be  taken  to  give  pharmacy  parity  in 
representation  with  dentistry. 

It  is  considered  that  professional  ad- 
visory committees  should  be  linked  to  the 
area  authority  rather  than  the  family  prac- 
titioner services  committee,  so  that  there 
can  be  greater  co-ordination  between  hos- 
pitals and  general  practitioner  services. 

Because  of  the  emphasis  placed  on 
management  expertise  in  the  consultative 
document,  the  Society  proposes  that  man- 
agement courses  should  be  designed  to 
assist  practitioners  to  compete  for  admini- 
strative posts  at  central,  regional  and  area 
levels.  "This  would  ensure  that  profes- 
sional managerial  posts  within  the  service 
could,  to  the  benefit  of  the  service,  be 
filled  by  members  of  the  professions  who 
have  had  wide  experience  of  practice  and 
up-to-date  knowledge  of  professional  and 
technical  progress." 

The  special  arrangements  proposed  to 
allow  medical  and  dental  teaching  hos- 
pitals to  play  a  "fully  integrated  role"  in 
the  service,  should  be  extended  to  recog- 
nise pharmaceutical  teaching  in  a  district 
in  which  there  is  a  school  of  pharmacy.

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COMMENT 


The  price  of  NP' 

What  is  it  worth  for  a  pharmacist  to  label  a  dispensed 
medicine  with  the  name  of  the  contents?  Should  it  be  a 
function  he  performs  for  nothing,  out  of  a  sense  of  duly 
to  the  public?  Should  he  be  recompensed  just  for  his  time? 
Or  should  he  charge,  or  be  paid,  for  having  carried  out  a 
professional  act? 

No  professional  man  gives  his  services  away  —  except 
in  special  circumstances  on  humanitarian  grounds  —  and 
the  question  therefore  must  be  one  of  "piece  work1'  or 
"fee."  That  is  where  the  North-east  London  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committee  has  fallen  out  with  the  Central  NHS 
(Chemist  Contractors)  Committee  (see  p  208)  because  they 
say  the  amount  claimed  for  "NP"  labelling  is  obviously 
related  to  a  "time  and  motion"  study  rather  than  to  pay- 
ment for  a  professional  activity  properly  performed. 

Such  a  difference  of  opinion  would  never  arise  if  the 
time  element  played  a  less  important  part  in  determining 
the  amount  of  money  to  be  distributed  through  the  profes- 
sional fee.  It  will  be  recalled  that  the  North-east  London 
Committee  has  long  argued  against  this  principle  -  -  it's 
"tripartite"  plan  for  the  NHS  contract  had  as  its  central 
point  a  minimum  professional  remuneration  based  on  pro- 
vision of  a  service  for  a  contractual  number  of  hours 
each  week. 


Whether  this  is  feasible  is  something  Sir  Hugh  Linstead's 
working  party  will  have  had  to  consider,  but  we  hope  they 
will  find  it  possible  to  recommend  a  method  of  payment 
that  is  more  professional  in  character  than  the  present 
arrangement. 

Affecting  public  safety 

In  other  professions,  the  expert  is  paid  his  due  — 
whether  by  the  taxpayer  or  the  client  -  -  on  the  under- 
standing that  the  best  possible  service  will  be  rendered.  Yet 
pharmacy  is  faced  with  the  prospect  of  creating  its  own 
bad  publicity  because  a  professional  decision,  arrived  at 
in  the  interests  of  public  safety,  is  not  implemented  be- 
cause of  the  usual  squabbles  over  halfpennies — even  new 
ones! 

We  fully  support  North-east  London's  contention  that 
the  remuneration  for  "NP"  should  reflect  more  than  the 
time  element.  Every  professional  act  involves  the  exercise 
of  a  professional  skill  and  puts  a  professional  reputation 
at  risk;  it  should  be  paid  for  accordingly.  But  pricing  at 
this  level  of  minutiae,  be  it  a  matter  of  (Hp,  05p  or  2"5p, 
is  degrading. 

Sir  Hugh's  working  party  would  indeed  perform  a  ser- 
vice to  pharmacy  if  it  pointed  the  way  to  an  end  of  such 
haggling.  No  aspect  of  contractors'  remuneration  is  more 
calculated  to  create  resentment  to  the  pharmacist.

I  regret  that  I  have  only  belatedly  had  the 
opportunity  of  reading  the  article  in  your 
issue  of  July  17  (page  86)  indicating  how 
the  Common  Market  entry  would  affect 
pharmacy  in  the  United  Kingdom.

Further  details  will  be  circulated  in  due 
course  but  we  feel  certain  that  members 
who  are  able  to  reach  Hastings  on  that 
day  would  wish  to  make  an  early  note  in 
their  diaries  of  this  forthcoming  event.

May  I  say  that  an  8  per  cent  cost-of- 
living  settlement  seems  to  be  about  the 
minimum  anybody  is  getting. 

You  then  go  on  to  say:  '"generally 
speaking  there  is  little  immediate 
advantage"  but  you  conclude  by  stating: 
"What  is  necessary  is  as  rapid  implementa- 
tion as  possible,  so  that  the  benefits  do 
not  evaporate  before  the  hospital  pharma- 
ceutical service  can  take  full  advantage  of 
them."  George  Orwell  must  have  turned 
over  at  such  an  outstanding  example  of 
double  think. 

You  say  in  the  middle  of  the  piece: 
"  Where  the  advantage  lies  is  in  promo- 
tion. The  Noel  Hall  structure  has  created 
an  estimated  120-140  new  posts.  As  these 
positions  are  filled  vacancies  will  be 
created.  .  .  .  This  upward  movement  is 
a  great  breath  of  fresh  air.  .  .  ," 

Such  poetic  licence!  It  is  by  no  means 
certain  that  these  posts  will  be  filled  from 


hospital  pharmacists  at  present  in  post, 
and  even  if  they  were  it  is  by  no  means 
certain  that  they  will  be  in  addition  to 
existing  posts.  I  would  not  be  in  the  least 
surprised  if  the  area  pharmacists  were  not 
expected  to  carry  out  their  duties  in 
addition  to  their  present  duties,  with,  per- 
haps, an  extra  junior  technician. 

It  remains  to  be  seen  how  many 
actual  vacancies  within  the  service  will  be 
created,  but  it  might  very  well  be  some- 
where about  half  of  the  figures  you  quote 
and  I  would  hardly  describe  sixty  or 
seventy  vacancies,  with  a  concurrent 
"'slimming  down"  process  of  dilution, 
integration  and  demotion  as  a  "great 
breath  of  fresh  air"  for  the  1.500  or  so 
pharmacists  involved. 

The  Noel  Hall  scheme  has  the  germ  of 
great  potential  within  it  but  not  without 
eternal  vigilance  by  the  rank  and  file.

Self-service  has  been  introduced  to  the  old- 
established  pharmacy  business  of  Spade- 
man &  McKenzie  (Daventry)  Ltd,  High 
Street,  Daventry,  Northants. 

The  proprietor.  Mr  Dudley  Taylor, 
MPS,  who  purchased  the  business  in  1967, 
states  that  Daventry  is  a  developing  town 
and  it  was  found  that  the  existing  premises 
were  becoming  quite  inadequate  for  the 
potential  of  the  locality,  so,  when  a  larger 
unit — 25  ft  wide  by  140  ft  deep — became 
available  immediately  opposite,  this  was 
acquired. 

After  consulting  Fyne  Storefitters  Ltd, 
of  Hertford,  it  was  decided  to  open  a 
"supermarket"'  pharmacy,  with  self-service 
as  the  key. 

Shopping  baskets  and  trolleys  are  pro- 
vided with  two  check-out  points.  The  only 
other  point  of  sale  is  at  the  medicines 
counter.  In  a  space  of  four  months  the 
shop  turnover  has  trebled  and  prescrip- 
tions, too,  are  showing  a  small  increase  on 
1970. 

Staff  savings 

With  rising  costs  and  high  rates  and  ex- 
penses in  most  pharmacies  eating  into  the 
net  profit,  Mr  Taylor  believes  that  a  self- 
service  operation  points  to  the  future,  even 
in  private  pharmacy,  as  the  staff  required 
is  only  65  per  cent  of  that  needed  for  a 
similar  turnover  in  a  traditional  type  of 
business. 

He  comments :  "The  customers  have 
paid  many  compliments  on  the  spacious 
and  attractive  design  and  the  turnover  is 
rising  so  rapidly  that  consideration  is  al- 
ready being  given  to  extending  the  depth 
of  the  pharmacy  and  introducing  other 
products.  A  stationery  and  greetings  card 
department  has  been  brought  in  and  is 
proving  very  popular. 

To  equip  a  large  store  also  has  the 
great  advantage  that  long  runs  of  shop- 
fitting  units  can  be  used,  and  the  price  for 
the  whole  contract  as  a  result  was  sur- 
prisingly low.  Of  course,  one  of  the  major 
problems  is  pilferage  and  various  steps 
have  been  taken  to  keep  this  to  a  mini- 
mum. Mirrors  have  been  judiciously 
placed.  The  dispensary  has  been  raised 
12  in  to  give  the  qualified  staff  not  only 
adequate  supervision  of  the  drug  counter 
but  a  good  view  of  the  whole  store." 

The  fittings  used  are  of  timber  construc- 
tion and  are  basically  the  same  as  those 
employed  by  Fyne  Storefitters  for  ortho- 
dox pharmacy  refits.  They  have,  however, 
been  specially  adapted  to  the  needs  of  self-

MARKET  NEWS 

Riboflavine  and 
vitamin  C  dearer 

London,  August  18:  Vitamin  C  (ascorbic 
acid)  was  increased  by  £O20-£0'24  per  kg 
according  to  quantity  during  the  week. 
Riboflavine  also  rose  by  £l"4()-f  L6Q  kg. 

Production  of  sulphuric  acid  by  mem- 
bers of  the  National  Sulphuric  Acid 
Association  in  the  second  quarter  at 
875,150  tons  was  9-9  per  cent  up  on  the 
second  quarter  of  1970.  Sales  at  937,611, 
which  included  imported  and  recovered 
acid,  was  up  2-2  per  cent. 

Among  crude  drugs,  marginally  easier 
were  Curacao  aloes,  buchu  leaves,  Costa 
Rican  ipecacuanha,  and  turmeric.  Mace 
was  slightly  dearer. 

Difficulties  in  shipping  coupled  with 
dock  strikes  in  the  United  States  have 
played  havoc  with  the  shipping  statistics 
for  senna  dispatched  from  the  port  of 
Tuticorin  during  July.  There  were  no 
dispatches  to  the  US  or  UK  during  the 
month  but  115  tons  of  leaves  went  to 
European  continental  ports  and  also  78 
tons  of  pods. 

Trading  in  essential  oils  was  again  quiet 
although  there  were  price  changes  here 
and  there.  Firm  was  bay  with  little  or 
nothing  offering  from  origin.  Also  dearer 
were  birch  tar,  Ceylon  cinnamon  leaf, 
Chinese  eucalyptus  (for  shipment),  Florida 
orange  and  Chinese  spearmint.  Lemon- 
grass  eased  still  further.
